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Sabotaging the 
City's Relief Needs 


The reactionaries in Albany are painting 
a bleak desperate picture for the city’s néedy 
and unemployed. 

Their opposition to Mayor LaGuardia’s 
progressive proposal for $12,000,000 addi- 
tional state funds for badly needed relief 
will, if successful, mean increased starvation 
at a time of meunting layoffs and suffering 
among the people. 1 

The professional Liberty League stooges 
who yelp for “budget-balancing” at the ex- 
pense of the people how! that the Mayor's 
request necessitates a new “wasteful” state 
appropriation. But the facts show otherwise. 

In 1934 New York City was authorized 
to lay a three per cent tax on the profit- 
swollen utilities for unemployment relief. 
But last year the state legislature diverted 
two per cent of this tax, leaving the city 
with only one per cent. That 2 per cent, 
which is the substance of the Mayor’s pro- 
posal, would amount to the 12 million dollars 
which the Mayor has requested and which is 
badly needed for relief. 

Meantime, the state has been using the 
diverted two per cent to pay off eld bond is- 
sues and debts while the people go ill-fed, ill- 
clothed and ill-housed. 

Heavy responsibility falls on Gov. Leh- 
man for the opposition to the Mayor’s plan. 
The Governor has prated about the “urgent 
need of economy at this time,” giving the 
go-ahead signal to the reactionaries in the 
legislature who are but turncoats for the mo- 
nopolies. 

This is the time for state expansion of 
relief aid. It is a time also for the legisla- 
ture to adopt the proposal of the Workers Al- 
liance that state aid to relief be raised from 
40 to 60 per cent. Let the state increase the 
income tax on the rich. Make the rich pay! 


American Labor Party and other progres- 


sives in the Assembly should fight to the last 
ditch for the Mayor’s proposal. The full sup- 
port of labor and progressives throughout the 
city would make certain that the legislature 
discharged its responsibility to the people.
